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The North Carolina Office of State Archaeology (OSA) has developed a number of forms for the recording of historic
and prehistoric archaeological sites. The forms have provide a standardized method for recording site information in aformat
suitable for computerized access and management. This guide outlines the basic procedures for recording archaeological sites
with these forms by professional archaeol ogists operating through cultural resource management or academic research
programs. Inthe following sectionsinstructions are given for how to request permanent site numbers and how to fill out the
appropriate forms.

REQUESTING PERMANENT NUMBERS

Permanent numbers must be requested and assigned prior to submitting any archaeological site formsto the OSA. All
requests should be in the format specified in the following paragraphs.

Step 1: Assign each site a project specific, temporary site number to assist in proper identification for tracking of permanent
number assignments. Individual archaeologists may elect any number of possible arrangements. Examplesinclude:
A siterecorded during afictitious survey of the Ararat River Valley might be designated as ARS89-7 (Ararat River
Survey, 1989, #7); or by an individual amateur who refersto sites he has identified as PB-3 (Peter Brown, #3).

The only exception to these possihilitiesis the use of earlier, institutionally assigned Smithsonian format numbers.
However, futher use of thisformat for temporary numbers will only breed confusion between permanent and
temporary designations. Even in the event a Smithsonian format temporary number has been assigned to asite,
investigators are urged to assign project specific numbers in addition to the earlier reference.

Step 2: Prepare acopy of the USGS 7.5' (1:24000) topographic quad map showing the location of each site being reported and
its appropriate temporary designation. Maps submitted should bein their original scale without enlargement or
reduction. Additionally, if only asection of aUSGS quad map is being submitted please indicate the quad map name
and UTM zone from which the section has been taken.

Please note that because of their lack of detailed topographic features and small scale, NC Department of
Transportation County Road maps are unacceptabl e for the location of archaeological sites.

Step 3: Submit your request with a cover letter specifying the organization and project through which the sites were recorded.
Permanent number requests made according to these specifications can usually be processed the sameday. All walk-in
requests should follow the same specifications; however, because of scheduling conflicts assignments may not be available

until the following working day. Requests are processed on afirst come, first served basis.

REQUESTING PERMANENT ACCESSON NUMBERS

The Office of State Archaeology will upon request assign permanent accession numbers to site collections. Requests for
accession numbers should be made at the same time as permanent site numbers. Simply supply alist or indicate onthe
permanent number request which sites require accession numbers.

WHICH FORM TO USE.

Currently there are two forms used by the Office of State Archaeology for the recording of site information. The forms and
their intended applications are listed below:

Form 1ll. Thisisthe short archaeological site form |11 designed for specialized information recording. The primary use of this
formis:

a) Torecord all revisits and updates to previously recorded sites that do not exceed the level of initial



reconnai ssance investigations and to record isolated artifact finds.

FormVI. Thisisalonger, more general purpose form designed to record detailed site information for primary management and
planning purposes. Form VI should be used under the following conditions:
a) Torecord all previously unrecorded historic and prehistoric archaeol ogical sites.
b) Torecord all siterevisits or updates that constitute significant increasesin the quality and/or quantity of
siteinformation. Instancesthat fall into this category include but are no limited to subsurface testing and
excavation at the site.

¢) Torecord all historic cemeteries that have been abandoned (without interment) for a minimum of 15 years.

FILLING OUT THE FORMS

When filling out either Form [11 or VI, it imperative that the information entered is both legible and accurate. Thisis
particularly important since the forms are used for archival and research purposes. To ensure that each form is usable certain
requirements are necessary as follows:

All information on formsfilled in by hand, must be PRINTED in the spaces provided on the form. Also, only BLACK
ball-point ink is acceptable as other types of ink aswell as pencil are illegible when the forms are microfilmed. Cursive
handwriting is not acceptable.

To ensure astandard of accuracy and minimal completeness for each form submitted, certain fields must be filled with accurate
information. Table 1 below identifiesthe various field numbers from Form V that are aways required, the fields that are
required when applicable, and those that are optional. Forms that do not contain adequate information in the required fields
will be returned for completion.

STE FORM GUIDE -- FORM 6.

Thefollowing isafield by field guide to the type of information required to accurately fill out Archaeological Site Form VI.

1. STATE STENUMBER: Thisfieldisfor the permanent site number assigned by the OSA, asthe central site data
repository (since January 1983). This should befilled in after permanent numbers have been obtained from the OSA.

2. SSTENAME(S): Record any name by which the site may be known. In cases where there are two or more site names, a" -
" should be used to separate the first and second site names.



3. OTHER SITE# Thisfield primarily appliesto site numbers assigned prior to 1983 by institutions or individual s other
than the OSA. Itisincluded on the form to allow cross-references to be made between these earlier designations and
current permanent site numbers.

4. INSTITUTION ASSIGNING: Thisfield isfor recording the name of the institution reporting the site. Please enter the
appropriate code for the reporting institution given in Appendix A of thisguide. If the reporting institution is not on
the current list, contact the OSA for an appropriate designation.

5. PROJECT SITE # Individual archaeol ogists may wish to identify sites by a specific project abbreviation or otherwise
temporary designation. Assigning specific project numberswill allow retrieval of information about a particular
project areawith only a knowledge of the alphanumeric prefix. Example: A site recorded during a survey of Bladen
Lakes State Forest may be assigned the number BL77-142 (Bladen Lakes, 1977, site no. 142); information on all sites
recorded during that survey would be retrieved by calling for BL77 data.

6. SSTE COMPONENT: Circlethe category that best describes the site as prehistoric or historic.

7. QUAD MAP: Using thelist of maps provided in Appendix D, record the name, year and code of the USGS quadrangle map
onwhichthesiteislocated. If the name or code of your specific quad map is not listed in Appendix D, contact the
OSA for an appropriate designation.

8. UTM DATA: Record the UTM zone and coordinates of the site being reported. The UTM Zone (either 16, 17 or 18) can be
found in the lower left or right hand corner of most quadrangle maps. The Northing and Easting coordinates should
be read using the UTM template provided with this guide by the OSA. When reporting UTM data please include the
compl ete coordinates without abbreviations.

9. COUNTY: Enter county name followed by the appropriate two |etter abbreviation code (See Appendix B) to indicate the
county where the site is located.

10. DATE RECORDED: Use this space torecord the MONTH, DAY, and Y EAR on which the site was initially recorded or
visited.

11. STERECORDED ASRESULT OF COMPLIANCE PROJECT: By checking the appropriate space, indicateif the site
was recorded as aresult of acompliance project.

12. ER#/CH #/GRANT # (OBTAIN FROM OSA): If the site was recorded as aresult of acompliance or grant project,
contact the OSA for an appropriate Environmental Review, Clearinghouse, or Grant number.

13. CODING DATE: Usethis spaceto record the MONTH, DAY/, and Y EAR on which the site form was actually compl eted.

14. REGISTER: OSA USEONLY.

Archaeological sites reported during Section 106 or similar compliance-related projects will be evaluated in
accordance with appropriate criteriafor inclusion in the National Register of Historic Places. Investigators
must include NRHP significance recommendationsin reports; final determinationswill be entered in the
state site inventory by OSA personnel. For further reference see: Guidelines for Preparation of
Archaeological Reports, issued by the Office of State Archaeology and Division of Archives and History,
and National Register Bulletin 15: "How to Apply the National Register Criteriafor Evaluation" (National
Park Service).

15. TYPE OF FORM: OSA USEONLY.

16. RECORDER STATUS: OSA USEONLY.

National Register of Historic Places criteria of significance may or may not be of
relevance.

20. POTENTIAL IMPACTSON SITE -- ARTIFICIAL: Using the categories provided on the site form, circle the item which
best indicatesthe potentia for artificial impacts on the site (i.e., from dam construction, increased area utilization,
etc.). If none of thelisted categories adequately describes the artificial impacts, then select OTHER and use the
space provided for explanation.



21. POTENTIAL IMPACTSON SITE -- ENVIRONMENTAL.: Circle the item which best indicates the potential for natural
impacts on the site (e.g., erosion). |f none of the listed categories adequately describe the environmental impacts,
then select OTHER and use the space provided for explanation.

22. EXPLANATION OF IMPACTS: Briefly describe the causes of environmental and artificial impactsindicated in Items 20
and 21.

23. RECOMMENDATIONS: Circletheitem(s) which best describes recommendations for further action or research at the
site. If none of thelisted items pertain to the site, circle OTHER and use the space provided for abrief explanation.

24. EXPLAIN RECOMMENDATIONS: Use the space provided to record amore detailed but succinct explanation of the
recommendations listed above.

25. DATE ON REGISTER: OSA USEONLY.

26-27. EXCAVATION DATE and INSTITUTION: Indicatethe MONTH and Y EAR when excavations were conducted.
Additionally, record the institution and its appropriate identification code. A codelisting is provided in Appendix A
of thisGuide. If the excavating institution is not listed, then contact the OSA for an appropriate designation.

28. EXCAVATION RESULTS: Briefly describe the results of any excavation conducted at the site.

29. PERCENT DESTROYED: Circlethe estimated percentage of the total site that has been destroyed.

30. DATE DESTROYED: Record the Month and Y ear in which the site was destroyed.

31. CAUSESOF DESTRUCTION: Circletheitem or items which best describe Causes of Destruction at the site. |f hone of
the listed categories adequately describe the circumstances, then select OTHER and use the space provided for
explanation. Additionally, if excavations have occurred at the site, they should be listed even if other types of site
destruction have destroyed a greater portion of the site.

Environmental Information

32. TOPOGRAPHIC SSITUATION: Circlethe landform category that best identifies the topographic location of the site. If
none of theindicated categoriesfit the site'slocation, please indicate by circling OTHER. Definitionsfor the
categories listed on the form are provided in Appendix C of this guide and have been drawn primarily from the
American Geological Institute's 1972 edition of the "Glossary of Geology."

33. ELEVATION OF SITE: Using USGS 7.5' topographic maps, record the elevation of the site in feet or meters above mean
sealevel.

34. SLOPE OF SITE: Record the percentage of slope (not degree) at the sitelocation. Thisvalueis obtained by dividing the
map contour interval by the distance between contour lines surrounding the site location and multiplying the result
by 100. Inthe case where asiteis situated directly on a contour line, a mean slope should be calcul ated by
measuring the slope on each side of the site and averaging the two values.

Since many maps have contour intervalsin feet, a slope calculation chart has been provided below in Table 2. To
obtain a slope calculation for a site measure the distance between the contour lines surrounding the site. Using this
measurement, select the column with the nearest matching distance and then find the row that matches the map
contour interval. The valueindicated at this column/row position isthe slope percent.

35. SLOPE FACE DIRECTION: Indicate the direction of the major downward slope at the site location.

36. SOIL COMPOSITION (SCSTYPOLOGY): Circlethe soil composition category that best describes the soils present at
the site location. If the soil composition does not fit one of the categories provided on the form, please circle the
OTHER category and describe the soil composition below in Item 26.

37. SOIL TYPE ABBREVIATION: Record the specific soil type abbreviation, soil series name, and soil association name.
Thisinformation may be obtained from U.S. Soil Conservation Service soils maps. If detailed maps are not available
for the county where the site islocated | eave this space blank.

38. MODERN VEGETATION: Circlethe category of vegetation currently covering the site. 1f none of the categories
adequately describes the current site vegetation, please circle OTHER and describe the type of vegetation in the
space provided.

39-40. DISTANCE TO NEAREST PERMANENT WATER FROM SITE: Approximate distance (in meters for prehistoric; in
yardsfor historic) from site to nearest permanent water source identified above.

41. TYPE OF NEAREST PERMANENT WATER: Circlethetype of permanent water that is nearest to the site and record the
name of that water source when available. Usethe OTHER category for situations not described by the categories
listed. Inthe case of farm ponds, canals, and other man-made bodies of water, thisfield should be left blank.
However, if the underlying original stream or water source can be identified from the USGS map then the original
water type and distance should be coded.

42. STREAM RANK: Record the hierarchical stream rank of the nearest water source. The ordering system used is based on
Strahler (1957) and uses 7.5' (1:24000) scale maps for order determinations.

According to the system 1st order streams are the fingertip tributaries at the head of a stream and may either be year-
round or seasonally flowing streams. A 2nd order stream isformed by the confluence of two (2) 1st order streams; a
3rd order stream being formed by the confluence of two (2) 2nd order streams, etc. This system requiresthat at |east
two streams of agive order bejoined to form a stream of the next highest order. A given order, however, may have
more than two lower order segments. The main stem of ariver will always be the highest order of the basin.

In general stream ranks on 7.5' topographic maps should vary from 1 to 6. Inthe event that the nearest permanent
water isanatural lake or other standing body of water such as a Carolina Bay please code a stream rank of zero (0).

43. DRAINAGE BASIN: Refer to Template or Full Form listing for drainage basins.

Site Evaluation and Condition

44, SITE CONDITION - NATURAL: Circlethe categories of natural environmental factors at the site. If none of the
categories listed adequately describes the site, use the OTHER category and the space provided to describe the site's
condition.

45. SITE CONDITION - ARTIFICIAL: Circlethe categories of artificial environmental
factors at thesite. If none of the categories listed adequately describe the site, use the OTHER category and the
space provided to describe the site's condition.

46. ESTIMATED GROUND VISIBILITY: Record the estimated percentage of ground surface visibility at the time the site
was surveyed.

47. SURFACE COLLECTIONSMADE: Indicateif asurface collection was obtained for the site at the time of survey.

48. COLLECTION STRATEGY: Indicate the type of collection strategy used to obtain the surface materials from the site. If
none of the listed categories adequately describes the methodology used, then select OTHER and use the space
provided for explanation.

49. AREA COVERED IN CONTROLLED COLLECTION: Record the approximate area (in square meters) covered in any
controlled collections of surface materials from the site.



50. SUBSURFACE TESTS: Indicateif sub-surface tests were conducted to determine the presence or absence of subsurface
cultural deposits.

51. TEST METHODS: Indicate the type of subsurface testing used at the site. If none of the listed categories adequately
describe the methodol ogy used, then select OTHER and use the space provided for explanation.

52. DESCRIBE SUBSURFACE TEST RESULTS: Briefly summarize the results of any subsurface tests conducted at the site.
Please indicate the number of positive tests and the presence of any intact features or cultural strata.

53. ESTIMATED SITE SIZE (m2): Circle the category that best describes the maximum site area (in square meters).

54. PREHISTORIC COMPONENTS: Listinorder of intensity the cultural components observed at the site. |f additional
space is needed for more than five (5) components, continue the list on the same line as the other values with codes
separated by commas.

. MIDDEN: Indicate the presence or absence of midden deposits at the site.

. FAUNAL/ETHNOBOTANICAL REMAINS: Indicate the presence or absence of faunal or ethno-botanical remains at the
site.

58. DESCRIBE OBVIOUSFEATURES:. Give abrief description of any obvious prehistoric features.

59. LITHICS: Circlethe categories of lithic artifacts recovered from the site. If none of the categories adequately describe

the artifacts, then select OTHER and use the space provided for explanation.

59A. TOOL TYPES& FREQUENCIES: Circlethe categories of tool types and indicate how many of each type were

recovered from the site. If none of the categories adequately describe the artifacts, then select OTHER and use the
space provided for explanation.

60. MISCELLANEOQOUS: Circle any miscellaneousitems or samples categories other than ceramics that were recovered from
the site. If none of the listed categories apply then select OTHER and use the space provided for a brief explanation.

61-66. INDICATE COMBINATIONSOF CERAMICS: These six fields are used to describe up to three different categories
of prehistoric ceramicsrecovered from the site. Use the descriptions given to describe each category based on the
type of temper and surface treatments represented. Use Items 61 and 62 to record the primary ceramic present at the
site by circling the appropriate descriptions. Useitems 63-66 to record any additional ceramics by entering the
appropriate codes where necessary.

Historic Site Information

67-68. PERIOD OF OCCUPATION: Indicate the general beginning and ending periods of the site's occupation.

69-70. REFINED DATES OF OCCUPATION: Usethe space provided to record refined dates of occupation for the site.

71. CULTURAL/ETHNIC AFFILIATIONS: Circlethe cultural and ethnic affiliation categories that best describe the site. If
none of the categories listed adequately describe the site, use the OTHER category and the space provided to
describe the cultural affiliation.

72. HISTORIC SITE DEFINITIONS: Circle the categories of historic site functions provided on the site form that best
describe or define the main structure at the site.

73. DESCRIPTION OF HISTORIC REMAINS: Give abrief description of the site and any unusual features that may be
present.

74. MAIN STRUCTURE FUNCTIONS: Circle categoriesthat best describe the overall definition of the site. If none of the
categories listed adequately describe the site, select the OTHER category and use the space provided for
explanation.

75. NUMBER OF OUTBUILDINGS: Record the number of outbuildings at the site.

76-77. OUTBUILDING DISTANCE and OUTBUILDING FUNCTION: Additionally, record the distance in feet between the
outbuildings and the main structure, and using codes for HISTORIC SITE DEFINITIONS (Item 74), pleaseindicate
primary function of each outbuilding.

78. OUTBUILDING DESCRIPTION: Briefly describe the historic remains present.



79-88. HISTORIC ARTIFACT GROUPS: |ndicate the presence of artifact categories within each of the listed Artifact
Groups. If none of the categories for a given group sufficiently describe artifacts recovered from the site then select
OTHER and use the space provided for explanation. The definitions and categories listed are based on those defined
in South's (1977) Method and Theory in Historical Archaeology.

Additional Site|nformation

. ARTIFACT INVENTORY SHEET ATTACHED: Indicateif an artifact inventory sheet isincluded with the site form.

. CURATION FACILITY: Indicatethe name and INSTITUTIONAL CODE of the organization or institution where the
artifacts from the site will be curated. A codelistingis provided in Appendix A of thisGuide. If the curating
institution is not listed, then contact the OSA for an appropriate designation.

91. ACCESSION NUMBER(S): If applicable, indicate any accession or catalog humber(s) assigned to artifacts recovered
from the site by a particular curation facility. Separate individual numbers with commas and use hyphens'-' to
indicate continuous sequences of numbers.

92. ACCESSION DATE(S): If applicable, record the date when each accession number was assigned.

93. OTHER CURATION FACILITY: If applicable, indicate the nameand INSTITUTIONAL CODE of the organization or
institution where prior collections from the site are curated. See Item 90 for additional information.

94. OTHER ACCESSION NUMBER(S): If applicable, indicate the accession or catalog number(s) that have been assigned
to prior collectionsfrom the site. See Item 91 for additional information.

95. OWNER/TENANT INFORMATION: Record the name(s) and address(es) of individual (s) who informed the
archaeologist of the site's existence, or the individual (s) who lease the property from the landowner listed above.

9. BIBLIOGRAPHIC REFERENCE NUMBER: Reserved for internal use by the OSA; leave blank.

97. FREE FIELD COMMENT: Use the space provided to record any additional or miscellaneous information about the site.

APPENDIX C: TOPOGRAPHIC STUATION DEFINITIONS

Listed below are definitions for the topographic situation categories used in Item 22, on page 2 of Archaeological Site Form V.
These definitions have been drawn primarily from the American Geol ogical Institute's 1972 edition of the "Glossary of
Geology."

1 Undifferentiated floodplain: A surface (expanse) or strip of relatively level land adjacent to astream or river.

2 Terrace remnant on floodplain: Section of an ancient dissected terrace now incorporated or surrounded by the present
floodplain. These terrace remnants generally will have a cross-section featuring one steep face articulating in asharp
angle with the gently sloped back slope (wedge shaped).

3 Low riseon floodplain: Any major projectionin afloodplain whichisnot aterrace or levee remnant. Exampleswould
include elevated meander scars, former islands from ancient channels, and rock outcrops.

4 Natural Levee: A long, broad, low ridge or embankment of sand and silt, built up by a stream on its floodplain and
channel banks. A typical cross-section would include a steep face or bank on the stream side of the levee and a
gentle backslope which gradesinto the floodplain surface.

5 Levee Remnant: A dissected remnant of levee occurring near an existent or ancient stream channel. Such remains may or
may not be in afloodplain. An example would be aformer natural levee along a stream which has been segmented by
flood erosion.

6 1st terrace: Thefirst level surface in astream valley above (if existent) the floodplain and more or less parallel to the
stream channel. Thefirst terrace may represent the only terrace or may be the lowest (in elevation) of a series of
terracesin astream valley.

7 2ndterrace: Terrace, as described above, which exists above the 1st terrace and below the third terrace.

8 3rdterrace: Terrace, as described above, which exists above both the 1st and 2nd terraces. Should there be more than
threeterraces (e.g., 4th terrace, 5th terrace) they should be coded as 3rd terrace and not 4th or 5th.

9 Sand dune: A low mound, ridge, band, or hill of loose sand piled or heaped up by the wind, commonly found along
seashores and morerarely along the borders of large lakes or river valleys.

10 Upland or talus slope: An often steep, concave slope formed by the accumul ation of loose rock fragments and soil
(generally) at the base of a cliff or steep slope. This may be referred to as the foot of amountain - the integration of a
mountain or hill with the surrounding topography.

11 Uplandflats: Also called upland plains. These consist of arelatively level areaof land lying in the inland areas of North
Carolina

12 Hill or ridgetop: A hill isdefined as a natural elevation of the land surface rising rather prominently above the
surrounding land, usually of limited extent and having awell-defined outline (rounded rather than peaked or rugged)
and is generally considered to be less than 300 meters (1000 feet) from base to summit. A ridgetop refersto the top of
along, narrow elevation of the earth's surface usually with steep sides, occurring either as an independent hill or as
part of alarger mountain or hill. A steep-sided upland between valleys or avalley and mountain (hill) is also defined
asaridge.

13 Saddle (between ridge or hilltops): A level ridge connecting two higher elevations. A saddletypically isasmall flat area
with two upslopes in opposite directions and two downslopes at right angles to the upslopes.
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14 Stream confluences: A place adjacent to the meeting of two or more streams. Should a site be located within 200 meters
(656 feet) of a stream confluence, it should be coded as such (14) regardless of other topographic features on which
the siteislocated.

15 Terraceface: The steep slope between the floodplain and terrace or between terraces. Sites once on the terrace may be
found exposed on the terrace face, or sites buried within aterrace may be exposed by the erosion of aterrace edge.

16 Hammock: A fertile area of deep humus- rich soil - gently covered by hardwood vegetation, often rising slightly above a
plain, swamp, or saltwater marsh. Also called a Hummock.

17 Beach: A gently sloping zone, typically with aconcave profile of unconsolidated material (generally sand) that extends
inward from the low water line to the place where there is a definite change in the material or physiography, as sand
dunes or cliffs. Beaches are associated with bodies of water large enough to have waves and/or tides.

18 Rock shelter: An area protected by aledge of overhanging rock. Typically such shelters are the result of undercutting
erosion of alimestone or sandstone cliff or bluff face.

19 Island: A tract of land completely surrounded by water such as an ocean, sea, lake, or stream.
20 Fan (note whether colluvial or aluvia): A gently sloping fan-shaped mass of detritus, formed commonly at a place where
thereisanotable decrease in gradient (e.g., the intersection of acliff and floodplain). Analluvial fanisstream

deposited, and a colluvial fan isformed from rocks and soil eroded from anarrow portion of acliff face.

21 Toeslope/ridgetoe: A toe-shaped extension from the crest or side of ahill or other highland surface. Typically aridge
toe divides two drainages, however minor. Ridge toes are also called spurs.

22 Cave: A naturally formed, subterranean open area or chamber, or series of chambers.

23 BIuff: A high bank or bold headland with a broad precipitous, amost perpendicular, sometimes rounded cliff face
overlooking aplain or abody of water, especially on the outside of a stream meander.

24 Cove: A small, straight valley extending into amountain or down amountainside. A term used in the southern
Appaachian Mountains for arelatively level area sheltered by hills or mountains.

25 River shore: A narrow strip of unconsolidated sediments (i.e., sand or silt) immediately adjacent to astream; usually
nonvegetated.

26 Stream bank: The sloping margin of a stream, serving to confine the water to its normal channel.

27 Bench: A small terrace or step-like ledge breaking the continuity of a slope; an eroded bedrock surface between valley
walls.
